That the flood of Ihe former river naa 
mcinnuiej by the nielling of thr mow 
on the Australian .Mpi is the coiimiuiily 
received notion . yel itiow fell on various 
dayi betwren III f>ctoberaiid 5lh Novem- 
ber, not only on the hilli along the Mur- 
rumbidgee, but on the dividing ranges 
ioiilli-Me»t of Hathuist ; and although up- 
ward « nf S3 inches of rain are recurded lo 
hare fallen in OcUiber al the South

Olbrr facta during 1844 also indicate 
some »e mi hie derangement rif the usual 
climate. The absence of hot vvlndi during 
the Harm season, and their occurrence ju 
June and July, are anontaliea ; whilst 
anow in November, at an elevation ahem 
the tea of nol more than 3000 feet, is 
erjually « range. In Maneroo more mow 
had fallen at the end of this winter than 
had been before kn >* n -, and uti the lower 
rangei at the bead of Ihe Murruinbidger, 
*c., it fell lo tie depth of frum B to S feet, 
many hundred head or cattle bating been 
•mothered by the itiuw near the Snowy 
River. 

Unusual as the seaantiihare been during 
1844, in this country, aimilar derange- 
ments upiveur Iu have been ooliced in 
Kurope and Amrrira, duiing the early 
part of the same period. Drought pre- 
vailed in England, France, the United 
Stale., and in the Weal India Leeward 
Islands , whilst in Barbaduei. ai well at 
in Spain and Portugal, there were immo- 
derate rains.

marked the cvoditsou «u* the yea, 1 844.
